N O COUNTRY in the world has so 


heterogeneous ' a population as 


Hawaii. 
Its 
inhabitants are made 


up of elements differing so widely in 
origin, physical and mental character- 
istics, speech and religion, that there 
is no prospect of ultimate fusion of 
the various races. Strangely enough 
the natives are the least resistent to 
such a movement. 
They have ever 


displayed a willingness to mix with 
strangers and a receptiveness to for- 
eign influences. The women of the isl- 
ands have married freely with every 
alien race, and a native strain runs 
through almost every prominent fam- 
ily in the territory The population of 
Hawaii is somewhat in excess of 150,- 
000. 
It is composed of fi\e princi- 


pal elements. 
1, American, British, 


Germans, Uc , who number about 13,- 
000; 2, Japanese, exceeding 60,000; 3, 
Chinese. 25,000; 4, Portuguese, 16,- 
000; a, Kanakas, or native Hawafians, 
37,000. 
The remainder consists of 


negroes, Filipinos, Malajs and 
%a- 


rious other Pacific islanders 


The origin of the people of 
this 


Polynesian group is obscure 
Their 


traditional history, which is worider- 
fuly reliable, considering that it lack- 
ed the vehicle of a written character, 
places the first settlement of the Isl- 
ands at a date about 500 years befoie 
the birth of Christ. 
The 
claim of 


Gaetanu, a Spanish naMgator, to the 
discovery of Hawaii, appeals to 
be 


well founded, but he states that he 
found Spaniards and Norsemen among 
the people. These foieigners, the vic- 
tims of shipwieck, \\ere happil> dom- 
' idled in that natural paradise, and 


declined the explorer's offer to carry 
them back to the 
Western World. 


More than 200 >cars elapsed between 
the visit of Gaetano and that of Cap- 
tain Cook, the accredited discoverer 
of the Sandwich islands, as he named 
them. 
Shortly after Cook's ill'fated 


sojourn. Butish and Yankee traders 
began to touch at the 
islands, 
and 


during the nineteenth century Kng- 
lish and 
American influence 
greu 


powerful in the 
affairs of the isl- 


ands and developed a bitter rivalry. 
As early as 17S9 two seamen, named 
Davis and Young, the sole .sur\i\or» 
from the massacre of the crew of an 
American brig, .settled down amongst 
their 
captors, 
married 
and 
were 


raisedl to the rank of chiefs 
From 


these first American Hauauans two 
of the most piomment families or Ha- 
waii sprang, and marriages between 
whites and native women have ever 
since been of common occurrence. A 
white woman 
has 
never, 
however, 


been know n to marrj a Kanaka. 


The children of such marriages are 


generally an improvement upon the 
native stock, but seldom up to the 
American 
standard, 
physically 
or 


mentally. 
The half-white girls 
ap- 


pear to be more favored than their 
brothers. 
They are more vivacious 


have greater intelligence, better fea- 
tures and stronger constitutions. Of 
the various kinds of half-castes 
in 


the islands the Chinese-Hawaiians are 
the most promising and apparently 
superior to all others in physical and 
mental equipment. The first genera- 
tion of them is approaching manhood 
and bids fair to make its mark in the 
community. Indeed, it is more than 
probable that some of them will even- 
tually become prominent figures in 
our national life, for these young hy- 
brid shoots are 
American citizens 


All the good qualities of each race 
seem to be retained, whilst the unde- 
sirable traits are 
eliminated. 
The 


children are the best scholars, intel- 
lectually and morally, in the public 
schools. 
The boys are clean, manly 


fellows, with keen 
ambition and a 


wholesome pride in their citizenship 
They respond readily to the efforts of 
their fathers to thoroughly American- 
ize them. 
This element of the popu- 


lation, although 
numerically small, 


will surely become an important fac- 
tor in the future development of the 
territory. 


The introduction of foreigners 
in 


large numbers has been in response 
to the great demand for labor to work 
the sugar plantations. The Kanakas, 
whilst physically capable, are disin- 
clined to hard or sustained labor, and 
no amount of remuneration would 
induce them to do the work that is 
performed by the Portuguese 
and 


Orientals. The field hands have been 
imported at great expense and they 
are paid the equivalent of $30 
a 


month, so that the natives had they 
been willing might have earned large 
•wages. 


The fact is that the Kanaka is prac- 


tically useless. He is heavily handi- 
capped by indolence and lack of all 


ambition. 
He would 
rather 
loaf 


thiough life after the manner of his 
forefathers than secure the luxuries 
and advantages of civilization at the 
expense of ordinary toil 
A robust 


exterior belies his weak constitution, 


I a heritage from ancestors whose lives 
were one long round of animal indulg- 


1 ence 
His moral fiber, too, is of the 


poorest quality. 
Education benefits 


i him little, if at all. Indeed, if pos- 
sible, it renders him less fit for the 
struggle of life 
Aliens are pushing 


him to the wall and he is clearly 
doomed to extinction. The one great 
native inductory was the cultivation 
of taro, the national food. 
That is 


now monopolized by the Chinese. The 
only occupations left to the Kanakas 
aie thos-e connected with the sea. The 
native Hnuanans are hne seamen and 
the calling is to their liking, but the 
opportunities for following it are %eri 
limited. 
Many of them work 
as 


stevedores, an occupation which suits 
them admirably on account of its 
frequent intervals of rest, where s. 
port may bu devoid of vessels for 
dajs at a time. A stranger seeing a 
'gang of Kanakas unloading a ship 
would imagine that they were the 
most energetic of mortals, for they 
can and do work hard by spurts, but 
Ihe incentive to effort always lies in 
the prospectne spell of 
dolce 
far 


mento 
The educated native seeks 


cleiic-al 
employment or engages in 


some branch of trade, but seldom with 
.•-uccess 
In neither capacity can he 


compete with the Chinaman, who is 
altogether his superior, more efficient 
and more reliable. The Kanaka is a 
thorough child of nature, following 
the lines of least resistance and dallv- 
ing with the simple pleasures that 
delight his heart. 
He lives as the 


Hllies of the field, a harmless, use- 
less, but picturesque figure, and per- 
haps the kindest fate that can befall 
him is to be permitted to drift in his 
own happy fashion out of a world 
which has no longer a place for him 


The Hawanans are very susceptible 


to contagious diseases, and when lep- 
i osy was Introduced by the Chinese 
in 1S53. it immediately took root and 
spread rapidly among the 
natives 


They do_ not entertain any fear of 
the disease and seldom take any pre- 
cautions to avoid contact with suf- 
feiers Indeed, the work of the health 
officers is often impeded by the dis- 
inclination of families to have leprous 
membeih taken 
away 
from 
their 


homes. 
The disease has been vigor- 


ously combatted ever since its intro- 
duction to the islands 
The authori- 


ties believe that at present it is com- 
pletely under contiol and that it will 
be stamped out in this generation. 
There are very few, if any, infected 
persons at huge in the territory. In 
1865 the government sj;t apart a small 
peninsula at the northern end of the 
Island of Molokai as a leper settle- 
ment 
Thl.s neck of land which is 


called Kalawao, is cut off on the in- 
ner side by a precipice more than 
2,000 feet in height. It was amongst 
the loathsome inhabitants of this res- 
ervations that the saintly Father Da- 
mien labored for ten years, and 
in 


their midst he died of the foul disease 
that links them 
together. 
Every- 


thing possible is done for the com- 
fort of the unfortunate wretches who 
are forever cut off from the 
world 


from the moment they set foot 
on 


Kalawao. They are well housed and 
fed and have churches, club rooms 
and libraries. Government physicians 
visit them at regular intervals, but 
strangers are rarely allowed access to 
the peninsula, and mere 
curiosity- 


hunters are rigidly 
excluded. 
The 


colony at present numbers somewhat 
more than 1,000 souls. 
Ninety-five 


per cent are natives; three-fifths of 
the remainder are Chinese, and fewer 
than twenty, whites. The average life 
at Kalawao is less than five years, and 
the lepers seldom suffer much physi- 
cal pain. 
The mental anguish 
of 


these miserable outcasts is probably 
greater, than we can conceive. 
Some 


of them have been persons of wealth 
and refinement. There was a notable 
case of a rich Hawaiian, who, sus- 
pecting that he was 
contaminated, 


submitted himself to the health offi- 
cers for examination. They decided 
that he was a leper, and this native, 
with a noble sense of duty, calmly ac- 
cepted the verdict and proceeded to 
Kalawao, where he devoted the 
re- 


mainder of his life and his 
ample 


means to the amelioration of the suf- 
fering of his .fellow-prisoners. 


The Portuguese, who came original- 


ly as laborers in the cane fields, are 
now for the most part engaged in the 
cultivation of coffee on their own ac* 


count. They are very thrifty, and it 
is their practice to make every mem- 
ber of the family earn a wage. 
In 


this way most of them saved sufficient 
money to purchase a small patch of 
land and start a coffee plantation. The 
Portuguese keep pretty much to them- 
selves, and take litle part in the social 
and political life of the islands. 


The Japanese are the most numer- 


ous of the many nationalities 
that 


make up the population of Hawaii. 
On this account, and because of their 
aggressiveness, they are the subject of 
a great deal of concern on the part 
of the w hites, many of whom express 
the fear that the country will eventu- 
ally become Japanized. 
There does 


not seem to be ground for apprehen- 
sion, however, for, although the Jap- 
anese are numerically strong enough 
to attain a dominating position in the 
insular politics they do not display 
any inclination to exercise the ordi- 
nary privilege of citizenship. 
Very 


fo\v, indeed, of those entitled to vote 
is very little room for cur own coun- 
trymen. 
They i cannot work in 
the 


fields. There is hardly any desirable 
land that they may take up and cul- 
tivate. 
There are no .openings fo) 


them as mechanicsi or artisans., A few

do so. On the other hand, there is 
ample evidence that the Japanese aim 
to control the labor 
situation, and 


every reason to believe that they will 
succeed. 
At present the sugar indus- 


try is dependent upon their labor, and 
there does not appear to be any avail- 
able substitute for it. 
Almost every 


kind of white labor has been tried in 
the fields, with satisfactory 
results 


only in the case of the Portuguese. 
They are no longer available. 
The 


cost of their importation is at the 
present time almost prohibitive, and 
they have now no inducement to emi- 
grate in the prosperous state of their 
own country. 


,Jn this connection Governor Carter 


or Hawaii said- 
"It has for 
many 


years been necessary to promote im- 
migratiqn 
of 
field 
hands 
to the 


islands, and many countries have been 
drawn from. 
There has been regu- 


larly conducted emigration f -om Ger- 
many, Galicia, Norway and Sweden, 
Azores, 
Madeira, 
Portugal 
China, 


Japan and Porto Rico, besides which 
British, Americans, Italians and ne- 
groes from the United States 
have 


come in small numbers. Today there 
are no white men laboring 
in cane 


fields here. Those who have tried it 
have never stayed by it for any length 
of time, and abundant evidence exists 
that the white man cannot and will 
not stand the work of tropical cane 
fields." 
Some years ago the largest 


plantations in Hawaii tried an exper- 
iment with Amei-ican farmers. Fif- 
teen families from the 
West 
were 


brought to the islands. 
All their ex- 


penses were pafd. They were settled 
in comfortable houses, each with 
a 


garden patch and the use of pasture 
land. Each family was given a cer- 
tain area to cultivate In cane, and 
every assistance in the way of plow- 
ing and preparing the ground was af- 
forded them. The experiment proved 
a,complete failure. The work was be- 
yond the endurance of the Americana, 


and twelve months after their 
ar- 


rival not one of the emigrants 
re- 


mained in the fields. It was clear 
then that the planters must rely upon 
the Japanese, and the latter thor- 
oughly appreciate the situation. They 
are a rough lot, difficult to keep in 
hand. Most of them have been drawn 
from the cities of their native, land 
and many are criminals and unruly 
characters. Violent outbreaks 
and 


riots have been frequent among them 
and on more than one occasion very 
serious trouble has been averted only 
by the interference of their own gov- 
ernment. 
They have 
formed labor 


organizations and are striving to unite 
all their countrymen engaged in the 
cane fields in one union. Should they 
succeed the sugar industry will be en- 
tirely at their mercy. Extensive strikes 
have already occurred, which have 
been the cause of enormous 
losses. 


There are a number of educated and 
intelligent Japanese engaged in trade 
in the various centers, and these are 
reckoned among the most valued citi- 
zens of the territory. 
Hundreds of 


Japanese, both men and women, are 
employed as domestic servants, and in 
this capacity they have .no superiors. 


In marked contrast to the Japanese 


are the Chinese. 
Originally drafted 


into the fields they worked well in 
their stolid fashion; never took part 
in the agitations of their fellow-labor- 
ers and gradually left the plantations 
with their savings. They are now en- 
gaged in trade, or in the cultivation of 
taro lands. With hardly an exception 
they are forging ahead by the exer- 
cise of commendable qualities. Hawaii 
has no better citizens than its Chinese, 
and none more prosperous. In 1901 
there were upwards of 1,100 Chinese 
paying taxes on real estate assessed 
at *1,320,084, and nearly' 13,000. of 
this race rated as owning personal 
property valued at $3,287,802. In the 
same year the Caucasian* taxpayers' 
owning real estate numbered; 3,365, as- 


sessed at $19,890,011; and the Cau- 
casion personal 
property taxpayers, 


7,251, assessed at $5,370,684. 


The ox-like Chinaman is the 
most 


peaceable, industrious and lawabldlng 
member of the community. He Is an 
excellent husband and father, and is 
much sought after by the Hawaiian 
girls. 
He is very ambitious for the 


welfare of his sons, and gives them 
every educational advantoge that the 
islands afford. There Is no caste dis- 
tinction nor any color Hne in Hawaii 
and, therefore, no bar to the social, 
commercial or political advancement 
of the young Chinese-Hawaiian. These 
youths are in great demand by busi- 
ness houses and banks. Government 
officials and merchants unite in the 
statement that none better than these 
young men -can be found to fill posi- 
tions requiring 
exceptional 
honesty 


and intelligence. 


In Hawaii the Chinaman Is appre- 


ciated. The whites want more of him. 
They would like ta get rid of the Jap- 
anese in the sugar plantations and put 
Chinese in their places. Several at- 
tempts have been made to secure for 
Hawaii exemption from the Chinese 
exclusion law, but with little prospect 
of success. There would be no danger 
of injury to citizens of other portions 
of the United States in granting this 
privilege to the Hawalians, for 
the 


organic law of the territory makes 
ample provision for the prevention of 
Chinese from 
going thence to the 


mainland. 


In the meanwhile Hawaiians ask 


themselves: What is to be the com- 
position of the population of the ter- 
ritory in the future? 
Is the present 


preponderance of the Japanese over 
any other race to be increased, and 
if not, how is it to be, prevented.? Of 
course, the most desirable, solution at 
the difficulty would lie in the Imriiigra- 
tionjof Americans. Unfortunately, in 
this the most pleasant portion of the 
United States in which to live, there
